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CHAOS AS 
TEACHERS 
TO STRIKE

HUNDREDS of Medway 
teachers are expected to join 
the picket line tomorrow as 
part of a nationwide pay 
protest. 

The National Union of Teachers 
one-day strike is likely to cause major 
disruption across Kent, which boasts 
the largest regional NUT membership 
in the country. 

The Robert Napier School, 
Gillingham, and Balfour Junior 
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School, Chatham, have confirmed 
they will close their doors for the day 
while a further 17 said they will par¬ 
tially shutdown, running classes for 


just GCSE and A-Level students. 

A Medway council spokesman said: 
“Every effort is being made to keep 
schools open and disruption to a min¬ 
imum. 

“However, if a significant number of 
teachers decide to go on strike then it 
is up to the headteacher to decide if 
their school remains fully or partially 
open. 

“This means some classes and year 
groups may be merged or sent home.” 

The NUT strike has been called in 
response to the government’s decision 
to increase teachers’ pay by 2.45 per

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pay off debts

A MARRIED couple were 
sentenced for a 15-year-long 
benefits scam which took 
£17,000 of taxpayers’ money 
from the council coffers. 

Edward and Susan Richmond, of 
Cottall Avenue in Chatham, had 
been raking in housing and council 
tax benefits since 1993, claiming to 
be unemployed. 

But all the while they were both 
employed as floor scrubbers at 
William Hill bookmaker’s branch in 
Chatham. 

They even ran their own franchise 
of a successful local newspaper deliv¬ 
ery network - earning hundreds 
more a month. 

Medway Magistrates’ Court was 
told Richmond, 51, and his wife, 43, 
deliberately applied for the handouts 
- after their financial mismanage¬ 
ment caught up with them. 

Contribution 

During the hearing on Monday 
chairman of the bench Lawrence 
Mulheim said: “You both worked as 
cleaners - you deliberately used the 
system to help you out of a hole. That 
cannot go unpunished.” 

Mulheirn’s wife was sentenced to 
carry out 40 hours of community 
service, while her husband was given 
a 12-month supervision order. 

The couple, who held hands in the 
dock, was also told to pay £200 
towards the prosecution costs of 
bringing the case against them. 

After saying they could not afford 
the meagre contribution they were 
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ordered to pay back just £2.50 each 
every fortnight. 

Alice Jarratt, defending, said: 
“They have a long and painful histo¬ 
ry of debt. 

“This is not a case of people getting 
extra funds in order to fund a lavish 
lifestyle. 

“This is a sad case of serious mis¬ 
judgement - they were trying their 
best to pay their debts back.” 

She added the couple fell victim to 
a debt consolidation firm that tied 
them to whopping monthly interest 
repayments. 

She said: “They did not know what 
they were signing up to.” 

The prosecution comes eight weeks 
into our crackdown on benefit cheats, 
who plague society by depriving 
us of money that could go to the 
community.

Hundreds of 
weapons are 
surrendered in 
police amnesty

MORE than 100 deadly knives and 
swords, 19 guns and 300 ammo car¬ 
tridges have been taken off the 
streets of Medway during a month¬ 
long weapons surrender scheme. 

The haul of handguns included eight real pis¬ 
tols, eight air guns, two imitation weapons and 
a ball-bearing gun. 

Across Kent, 47 real firearms were handed 
over to police, including 15 shotguns and a 
Beretta handgun, while 510 bladed instru¬ 
ments were given up. 

Two sets of nunchucks, rocket flares and 
three boxes of World War Two detonators were 
among the stranger items to be surrendered. 

Superintendent Peter Wedlake, of the crime 
reduction department at Kent police, said: “We 
are very pleased with the response to the 
weapons surrender from people in Kent. 

“We have seen many varied weapons handed 


over to us during the campaign. The scheme 
was launched to reduce the number of weapons 
that could potentially be used in crime across 
the county. 

‘Weapons, whether they are real or imitation, 
cause fear and distress in the community and 
every weapon we have taken in is one that can¬ 
not now be used on the streets.” 

During the four-week campaign 16 samurai 
swords were handed in. It is now illegal to sell, 
make, hire or import these swords in England. 
Those breaking the new legislation face a 
£5,000 fine and six months in jail. Anyone 
importing samurai swords could be hit with up 
to seven years in prison and an unlimited fine. 

Supt Wedlake said: “Anyone still in posses¬ 
sion of a samurai sword who was unaware of 
this new law can still contact police with a view 


to having it collected by officers, or alternative¬ 
ly can ensure it is securely wrapped and hand 
it in at a local police station.” 

It is illegal to carry an offensive weapon and 
doing so can result in a prison sentence. 

It is also very likely that armed police will be 
asked to respond to such incidents. 

During the initiative Kent police youth crime 
reduction officers visited schools to speak with 
teenagers of the risks involved in possessing 
weapons and raised awareness of the surren¬ 
der scheme. 

Police also worked closely with Kent and 
Medway Trading Standards, visiting retailers 
to educate them on selling knives and ball bear¬ 
ing guns. Test purchases were carried out in 
retail premises in Kent suspected of supplying 
weapons illegally.

Three arrested 
in assault case 

A TEENAGE boy suffered serious 
injuries after being kidnapped and 
assaulted. 

The 18-year-old was allegedly attacked 
by three men in Boundary Road, 
Chatham, on Thursday, April 10, at 
7.30pm. A passing motorist spotted the 
severely injured boy soon after and drove 
him to Medway Maritime Hospital. 

Officers arrested three suspects within 
hours of the attack. A police spokesman 
said: “Officers were swift to make the 
arrests at 11.20pm on the day of the inci¬ 
dent and are asking for the driver and 
passenger of a red Vauxhall Astra with a 
body kit to come forward. 

“We believe the male driver and his 
female passenger took the teenager to 
hospital. We are keen to locate them.” 

On Monday of last week three men 
from London appeared before Medway 
Magistrates Court charged with GBH 
and kidnap. 

Frank Onakoya, 25, Oliver Charles, 22, 
and Jermaine Haye, 19, were remanded 
in custody and will appear before 
Maidstone Crown Court next Monday.

cent in September, below both 
inflation and average pay rises in 
the private sector, which are both 
above four per cent. 

The union’s acting general secre¬ 
tary Christine Blower said: “It is 
essential to halt the continued 
downward spiral in teachers’ pay. 

“The teachers’ review body and 
the government must act immedi¬ 
ately to prevent further damage to 
schools’ ability to recruit and retain 
teachers and to restore teachers’ 
morale and motivation.” 

More than 75 per cent of NUT 
members voted in favour of strike 
action. A union spokesman said 
this year’s below-inflation pay rise 
was the fourth in as many years 
and would once again result in 
“real term pay cuts”. 

He said: “The Government has 
decided to increase teachers’ pay by 
only 2.45 per cent when inflation is 
above four per cent. This repre¬ 
sents yet another pay cut on top of 
those to which teachers have been 
subjected in 2005, 2006 and 2007. 

“However, the NUT does not call 
for strike action lightly. This will be 
the first NUT national strike over 
pay for 21 years. 

“Teachers are angry about the 
effects of below-inflation pay 
increases on living standards; rec¬ 
ruitment and morale; and the long¬ 
term future of education.” 


A GILLINGHAM GPwho failed to 
carry out his job properly faces tough 
sanctions... but will be allowed to work. 

Dr Murali Dharan, who works at 
Malvern Road Surgery, Gillingham, 
was handed the strict 12-point con¬ 
ditions by the General Medical 
Council, which found him unfit to 
practise last week. 

Their damning verdict came after 
a week-long hearing, in which a 
string of allegations against the GP 
were heard. 

The panel issued a dozen year¬ 
long sanctions after “serious and 
basic deficiencies” in his practise led 
to the misconduct charge. 

It was alleged the doctor repeatedly 
failed to; adequately assess a patient 
suffering from abdominal pain; obtain 
a detailed history of their pain; carry 
out an abdominal examination; pro¬ 
duce adequate notes of the consulta¬ 
tion; take sufficient action in respect of 
a blood test; and write an adequate 


referral letter making it clear the 
referral was urgent. 

The GMC’s report into Dr 
Dharan’s conduct states: “Your fit¬ 
ness to practise has been found to be 
impaired by reason of misconduct. 

“The panel notes the events into 
which it has been enquiring took place 
within 18 months of the completion of 
your training in general practise. 

It is extremely concerned that 
errors in such basic procedures 
should have occurred so soon after 
you had been declared competent to 
enter general practise.” 

Under the sanctions imposed by 
the GMC, Dr Dharan must meet 
with the director of general practise 
postgraduate education on a regular 
basis, allow a remedial supervisor to 
examine his consultation technique, 
and patient management skills, and 
quality of referral letters, and inform 
any employer that his registration is 
subject to the GMC conditions.

Don't be tempted 
by offers too 
good to be true 

COWBOY builders are being targeted by 
Medway’s trading standards team as part of 
their work to make the towns safer. 

Senior advice officer Alistair Martin said the 
department was preparing for an influx of 
complaints about bogus tradesman and 
warned if offers of cheap work seem too good 
to be true, then they usually are. 

He said: ‘We are warning anyone living and 
working in Medway not to be taken in by these 
too-good-to-be-true offers to have your drive¬ 
way resurfaced or paved at a discount rate. 

“What usually happens is a salesman will 
offer cheap labour for a certain fee, but 
increase the final bill once the job has 
finished. 

‘We’ve had some cases where residents have 
been taken in by these deals and ended up 
paying thousands of pounds to conmen for 
sub-standard work. 

We work with a number of agencies, includ¬ 
ing the police, to make Medway a safer place 
to work and live. 

“If you have fallen prey to this type of scam, 
we would like to hear from you even if only to 
provide us with intelligence to help tackle this 
important issue.”

Tell us a little about yourself. 


A I am married with two grown-up daughters. 

I have been working in the All Saints area 
for the last 30 years, mainly as a volunteer.

We also offer social activities such as Jfave-A- 
Go’ sessions for the community, youth clubs, a 
walking group and lunch clubs for the over 45s. 

QWhat skills are required? 

A A commitment to the area and the people 
living in it is vital. The most important skill 
is being able to listen to people and respond to 
whatever their need is at that moment. 


Of course there is also a need to know about 
practical issues such as welfare benefits and 
how to write CVs and job applications, as well 
as services that are on offer. 

Q How important is the sense of community you 
encourage? 

A Community spirit is absolutely vital. It is 
so important for people to be interested in 
the area. My job would be impossible without 
the many volunteers who give their time to 
help make the most of the All Saints area. 
Together we believe we can make a difference 
to the community. Local schools and our 
SureStart Children’s Centre have also been so 
valuable in helping to build a community spir¬ 
it. 

QWhat needs to be done to improve community spirit? 

A The greatest asset in any community is the 
people. What really would help is for more 
individuals to become involved in the local 
community. Each person can make such a dif¬ 
ference when working alongside others.

A The job is hard work and sometimes quite 
frustrating, but the rewards can be great. I 
really enjoy seeing people succeed at some¬ 
thing new or achieve the unexpected. 

Q How much weight do you put behind vocational 
training? 

A I am pleased to see an emphasis on vocation¬ 
al training in schools and work. As an NVQ 
Assessor I am a firm believer that vocational 
training is good preparation for the workplace. 
Too often practical skills are undervalued - we 
need to recognise and value what each person 
has to offer. Recently the project has become a 
centre able to teach NVQs as we recognise this 
could help people gain skills for the workplace.

What would you like to achieve? 


A I would like every person who lives in the 
All Saints area to be proud of living here 
and for each person to care about what hap¬ 
pens to their neighbour and the area. That 
should keep me going for some time! 


A I really enjoy it. So often they get a bad 
press, but we have known young people 
who have given time to clear gardens for peo¬ 
ple, lay on community events and provide 
entertainment. I really believe they have so 
much to offer if you get to know them.

I What events do you have coming up at All Saints? 


A This May we are holding a competition 
called All Saints In Bloom to make the area 
more colourful by decorating houses with 
hanging baskets and window boxes. We hope 
to make a difference to the look of the area.

Crowds lifted me as 
rain dampened hopes 


Our very own sports reporter DAVID 
PRITCHARD proved he has what it takes 
in one of the world's most gruelling sport 
events - the Flora London Marathon. 
Having had a chance to catch his breath, 
he explains what it was like. 


IT’S not often you find 
yourself between 
Gordon Ramsay and 
Ronan Keating, but 
that’s precisely what 
happened on The Mall 
ten days ago. 

Measuring your athletic 
abilities against celebrities is 
one of the many little bonuses 
which come with taking part 
in the London Marathon. 

The three of us were among 
just over 34,000 to finish in 
what was not only the third 
largest in the race’s history, 
but also the longest. 

It was a touch ironic that on 
the occasion the race organis¬ 
ers had chosen to mark the 
centenary of the first running 
of the modem marathon dis¬ 
tance, an emergency added 
200 metres to the route. 

Unbeknown to us competi¬ 
tors, as we set off in 
Greenwich Park the fire 


brigade were being called to a 
suspected gas leak 13 miles 
further down the course. 

As a result some of the field 
ended up running slightly 
more than the 26 miles 385 
yards which was first covered 
in the 1908 London Olympics. 

In previous competitions 
the distance had varied by 
over a mile and the original 
course from Windsor to the 
Olympic Stadium was 25 
miles, plus a lap of the White 
City athletics track. 

But in a last minute change 
of plan the start was moved 
back up to Windsor Castle to 
allow the royal family to 
watch, adding a mile to the 
total. 

The race entered sporting 
folklore not because of the 
change in distance, but due to 
its heart-wrenching finish. 
Italian Dorando Pietri entered 
the arena on his own but on 
the verge of total exhaustion. 
Collapsing several times he 
was helped to his feet by stew-

ards, which meant that as he 
crossed the line he was dis¬ 
qualified for receiving outside 
assistance. 

Fortunately my experience 
was a little easier than Signor 
Pietri’s, but running a 
marathon can still have its 
pitfalls. Of the massed ranks 
on the start line, around one 
in nine needed medical assis¬ 
tance of some kind during the 
race while 40 runners ended 
up in hospital despite rela¬ 
tively benign conditions. 


The marathon tests mental 
strength as much as physical 
and my mind and body began 
to fall out with each other at 
around 15 miles. 

It had all been going so well 
up to that point, but the com¬ 
bination of a rain shower and 
a rare quiet section saw the 
onset of the first of several dif¬ 
ficult patches. 

When things start to go 
wrong, the spectators take on 
a starring role. 

In the most popular sections 


around Canary Wharf and the 
Embankment they manage to 
create an atmosphere which 
numbs the pain and replenish¬ 
es flagging energy levels. They 
also bring all kinds of sweets 
to give strugglers a sugar 
boost, which is a wonderful 
idea and certainly helped pro¬ 
pel me onwards to the finish. 

Running a marathon 
requires months of lonely 
training, pushes you to 
uncharted levels of exhaus¬ 
tion and for days you walk 


around like an old lady. 

But somehow it’s all worth 
it and within hours I found 
myself thinking about doing it 
all over again. And next time 
I’m beating Ramsay. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: Modest David was 
raising money for Cardiac Risk in the 
Young (CRY) and raised £1,500. 

He completed the race in an impres¬ 
sive three hours, 57 minutes, 44 sec¬ 
onds - comfortably beating TV action 
man Ben Fogle by seven minutes... not 
to mention around 23,000 of the 
34,000 other runners.

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Day trippers up to 39m - 
economy and jobs boost

TOURISM in Kent has seen a 
sharp rise in the number of visitors 
exploring local attractions and 
spending their cash in restaurants, 
stores, bars and cafes. 

New figures show that during 2006 the 
county’s economy benefited by £2.5 billion, an 
increase of 13.5 per cent on 2003. 

Attractions such as Canterbury Cathedral, 
Leeds, Rochester and Dover castles, and Port 
Lympne and Howletts wildlife parks, all con¬ 
tributed to the boom. 

Seven per cent of jobs are now supported by 
the travel industry - whether through day 
trippers or people taking a longer break. This 
is an increase of 2.2 per cent. 

The figures were substantially up on those 
for 2003, which Visit Kent - a tourism group

run by Kent County Council - used as a com¬ 
parison. 

According to the calculations more than 39 
million day trippers arrived two years ago, and 
they spent more than £1.3 billion, a rise of 19.7 
per cent. Just under that sum was spent by 
longer term tourists from the UK and visitors 
from overseas. 

In all 84 per cent of visitors came from the 
UK with the rest mainly from continental 
Europe, the USA and Japan. 

Fran Warrington, head of Visit Kent, said: 
“Tourism is a fragile and competitive industry 
and across the UK it has taken a long time to 
recover from the foot and mouth epidemic. 

“But these figures show just how well we 
have been doing in maintaining and develop¬ 


ing our position as a top UK destination. 

“In part, these results are a reflection of the 
tremendous investment that has been made 
in our industry since 2003. 

“When the research was carried out in 2006 
more than £148.5 million was being invested 
in Kent in tourism-related developments. 

“Major projects ranged from the £90 million 
second Swale Crossing improving access to the 
seaside resorts and heritage attractions on the 
Isle of Sheppey, to the new £37 million ferry 
berths and ships serving the Port of Dover.” 

KCC regeneration chief Roger Gough said 
the county faced the challenges of cheap air 
fares and city breaks in Europe but he said 
Kent had a bright future in the industry. 

Mr Gough said: “This study confirms that 
our tourism, leisure and hospitality business¬ 
es are rising to both the short and long term 
challenges in their marketplace. ”

HOSPITAL trusts must not get complacent 
in the fight against superbugs, a campaign¬ 
er has warned. 

Laura Probert joined the National 
Concern for Healthcare Infections (NCHI), 
which works to raise awareness of super¬ 
bugs and other infections, after her mother 
died at the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford three years ago. 

She said: “She was in there because she 
fell and broke her hip, she was not ill. 

“They operated and she got an MRSA 
infection in the wound. She was in hospital 
for three months and developed 
Clostridium difficile and e-coli - she just 
gave up in the end.” 

Since the loss of her 82-year-old mother, 
Mrs Probert, who lives in Ramsgate, has 
been working on behalf of the NCHI and 
plans to join LINk, the Local Involvement 
Network that will replace Patient and 
Public Involvement Forums. 

‘We were not told anything,” she said. “It 
was such a battle to get information, but it 
has picked up now and they are taking it 
more seriously.” 

Despite infection rates of MRSA and C diff 
decreasing in hospitals across the county, 
Mrs Probert is concerned that trusts could 
get complacent and return to bad practice. 

KOS Media has been running a campaign 
to help doctors, nurses and other healthcare 
professionals battle against superbugs. 

The award-winning publishers have been 
raising awareness that simply washing 
your hands at home and work using soap 
and water and the alcohol hand washing gel 
provided in hospitals is the simplest way to 
stop infection spreading. 

Mrs Probert is speaking at the 
Westminster Health Forum next month 
about monitoring hand hygiene procedures 
and welcomed KOS Media’s campaign.

quite where it all went wrong and who and 
where the blame lies. 

Most of the time I come to the same conclu¬ 
sion and that is, the chairman Mr Scally is 


responsible and it’s time he took accountabili¬ 
ty for his mistakes. 

For anyone who is not aware of our current 
plight, we are on the verge of being relegated 
back to League Two. 

We owe the bank something in the region of 
£12 million, our crowds are at the lowest since 
the mid nineties, the supporters are forever at 
each other’s throats and despite all that, Mr 
Scally would have you believe at times that 
everything is rosy in the Gillingham garden. 

Most Gillingham fans can understand the 
troubles on the pitch as every team outside the 
top four in Premiership goes though ups and 
downs. But what worries supporters is that for 
a club which has owned its own ground for 
over 100 years, in less than 14 years Mr Scally 
has somehow managed to get into a financial 
position where he may need to sell the ground 
and Gillingham FC become a tenant. 

Now as Maidstone United fans will be painful¬ 
ly aware, once you sell your ground due to 
money troubles and are a tenant, the chances of 
you going under as a club are very high indeed. 


Now I haven’t got all the answers and maths 
hasn’t always been my best subject, but I know 
for sure the club can’t continue to survive on 
crowds of between 4,000 and 5,000 with a debt 
the size of £12 million. 

Now if Mr Scall/s programme notes over 
the course of the last few seasons are to be 
believed, he has been telling supporters that 
he’s working as hard as ever with the bank to 
restructure the debt. 

So, where does the club go from here? 

Well I firmly believe that selling Priestfield 
should not be considered as a long-term solu¬ 
tion to our debt problems and I wait with 
bated breath to see what Mr Scally does next. 

One thing’s for sure, I and many Gills support¬ 
ers won’t just let the ground be sold without a 
fight and if you talk to any Gillingham fan, keep¬ 
ing Priestfield in Gillingham FC hands would be 
better than any joy that a win can bring.

Can you tell us a bit about yourself and your work? 

I graduated from Reading University in history and 
sociology, and started teaching A levels part-time at MKC 
in 2002. 

I studied for my PGCE while teaching and then studied 
for my MA in medieval history. 

Since 20061 have been teaching A levels full-time and 
have been involved in establishing and delivering the new 
Youth UP course at Horsted and Oakwood Park. 


What does your job entail? 

I am involved in preparing and teaching A levels, access 
courses and now the Youth University Progression. 

There are plenty of other responsibilities, such as when 
students come to us for help, staying in contact with 
parents and, of course, paperwork. 

We started Youth UP as a one-year course at Horsted in 
Chatham two years ago and we now hope to also deliver a 
two-year version at Oakwood Park in Maidstone from 
September this year. 

Students take a number of subjects - the one-year course 
is humanities based (English, history, psychology, sociology 
and communications) and the two-year course allows 
students to choose from humanities or science subjects. 

The benefits include extra time for tutorials so that we 
can fully support the students on their journey to university. 

We also provide a programme of enrichment, which 
includes guest speakers, visits to universities, team-building 
activities and student projects. 

What are your favourite aspects in terms of working 
in Medway? 

I like the history-related sites and museums of this area, 
and the wider Kent heritage.

Government needs 
new homes targets 

Since the housing market is in 
decline, Kent Green Party is 
arguing that new housing targets 
must be issued.

But the Government has yet to 
issue new, more realistic housing 
targets for our local councils in 
Kent. 

Since nine out of ten new 
homes are built by private 
developers for sale, they 
clearly are not going to be 
building homes to stand 
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empty or for very low prices. 

Kent Green Party believes there 
may be a protracted recession 
since the Government has done 
virtually nothing to prepare the 
economy or society for very high 
oil prices. 

This raises the cost of building 
materials and their distribution, 
and has clearly contributed to 
raising food prices.

Spanning the 
generations 


The pioneers of folk rock are still electric 


AS the acknowledged pio¬ 
neers of folk rock, Steeleye 
Span brought the genre to 
the international stage. 

Since forming in 1969, the group 
has been at the forefront of the field 
and become a musical institution. 
Members have come and gone over 
the years, but the line-up has always 
included some of the leading lights of 
the British folk scene. Perhaps best 
known for the hits All Around My 
Hat and Gaudete, the band has 
delighted audiences around the world 
and achieved gold disc sales status. 

Following the revival of traditional 
British music in smoky clubs during 
the 50s and 60s, some musicians were 
beginning to consider the idea of set¬ 
ting folk music to electric accompani¬ 
ment. In 1969 Fairport Convention 
released Liege and Lief, an acclaimed 
album of traditional ballads, but most 
members of the band did not wish to 
continue the trend. 

However, bass player Ashley 
Hutchings was inspired by the dis¬ 
covery and he found like-minded 
musicians in the form of Maddy 
Prior, Tim Hart and Gay and Terry 
Woods. The group moved into a coun¬ 
try house to get to know each other, 
before recording their first album 
Hark! The Village Wait. 

Unfortunately the rehearsal process 
had not been entirely harmonious and 
the album would never be performed 
live, with the Woods being replaced by 
traditional singer Martin Carthy. 
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Fiddler Peter Knight was also 
recruited and the band finally 
embarked on their first live tour. 
They also began to get involved in 
drama and the idea of touring the US 
was mooted, but Hutchings and 
Carthy suddenly announced they 
were leaving the band. The next line¬ 
up featured bass player Rick Kemp 
and guitarist/singer Bob Johnson. 

There would be further changes 
over the decades, but the band took a 
strong cult following and converted it 
into an international fan base. They 


toured the US with Jethro Tull, 
entertaining thousands of people 
with their dramatic staging and 
unusual songs. Following that tour 
they recorded the album Now We Are 
Six, which included a track on which 
David Bowie played saxophone. 

Another project required a ukulele 
and, not knowing anybody who 
played, the band drafted in Peter 
Sellers for the afternoon. 

It was the release of album All 
Around My Hat in 1975 that saw the 
peak of the band’s commercial suc¬ 
cess and landed them an appearance 
on Top of the Pops, their second after 
Gaudete. Chart success would not 
come again, but the band’s populari¬ 
ty in the electric folk world contin¬ 
ued. 

The success of the 35th anniver¬ 
sary tour in 2004 led to the recording 
of studio albums Babylon, Winter 
and the latest album Bloody Men, 
released in November 2006. The cur¬ 
rent line-up comprises Maddy Prior, 
the voice of Steeleye Span for 34 
years, stalwart fiddler Peter Knight, 
bassist Rick Kemp, Ken Nicol on gui¬ 
tar and vocals and drummer Liam 
Genockey.

“AND before you ask, I had nothing to 
do with that fire.” 

No, this wasn’t a smatter of chatter 
from the Isle of Thanet - where the 
wooden rollercoaster has been 
wrecked - but David Tennant early on 
in a recent Doctor Who adventure. 

The good Doctor was in Pompei for 
the build-up to the big eruption, which 
naturally all linked in with alien 
weirdness in some way, somehow. 

Not wishing to sound dumb, and 
undoubtedly failing miserably, I’m 
finding the sci-fi hit’s plotlines almost 
impossible to follow at the moment.

EVEN wearing four-inch, black 
patent Christian Louboutin heels 
(the ones with the red soles) Renee 
Zellweger is still half a head short¬ 
er than her Leatherheads co-star 
and director George Clooney. 

But as the two discuss his homage to the for¬ 
ties screwball comedy - think witty banter, 
Bringing Up Baby, raised eyebrows and cloche 
hats - what the Texan tinkerbell lacks in size, 
she makes up for in Verbosity’, as she calls it. 

According to Clooney, Zellweger’s natural 
wit and sarcasm, often disguised by her 
breathy, southern tones, made her the obvious 
choice for his latest directorial effort. 

“We slur. We say ‘you know’. But Renee has 
this incredible ability to walk straight into a 
period piece,” he says admiringly. 

In his first directing venture since Good

Seen as a game for losers with nowhere 
else to go after high school, Dodge sets out to 
change things. 

He persuades American college football star 
and war hero Rutherford to join his team, the 
Duluth Bulldogs. Soon the players are wear¬ 
ing fur, the stands are packed and sponsorship 
deals flooding in; but Lexie has her doubts 
about Dodge’s star player. 

George and Renee are natural sparring 
partners, both on and off screen. Speaking 
about the film, Clooney waxes lyrical about his

love of forties comedies, while Renee admits to 
knowing exactly nothing about the genre. 

She says: “I just liked the script. Coming 
from George, believe it or not, it really was 
good. I’m completely ignorant of cinema histo¬ 
ry and this fella here had to educate me a lit¬ 
tle bit. We had screenings in place of 
rehearsals just to make sure everyone was 
familiar with the style. It was a challenge. And 
I didn’t want to get hit so I did my homework.” 

George clarifies cheerfully: “I never did it 
with a closed fist - always the open hand.” 

It’s hard to stay serious with these two in the 
room. Renee is as coy, mischievous and irrev¬ 
erent as George is passionate, good-humoured 
and frank. As the conversation wheels from 
curling to politics, every opportunity to mock 
one another is taken. 

But despite the speculation, both actors 
have always claimed to be just good friends. 

George says: “I was joking in an interview

and I said something like, ‘Well I like her a lit¬ 
tle bit’. And the next day it was all over the 
papers. She came in and was like, ‘Just a little 
bit?!’ Jokes don’t often work in print.” 

But their lack of sexual chemistry off screen 
doesn’t stop sparks flying on set. A series of 
gorgeous suits and dresses, artfully created by 
George’s favoured production designer Louise 
Frogley, make Zellweger fairly irresistible and 
even manage to give the svelte beauty a few 
curves.

Intensely incredible India

THE two customs men looked 
fierce, and I feared a telling off for 
losing my landing card between 
immigration control and the bag¬ 
gage carousel. 

But the ice was broken with a bribe of two 
Cox’s apples, and the Delhi airport officials 
overlooked my absent-mindedness and cheer¬ 
fully waved me through. It was my first taste 
of India’s extremes - outwardly officious, but 
in truth, intensely down to earth. 

Though I was here as a tourist, my adven¬ 
ture was not to be made backpacker-style. I 
was to mix luxury with the sights and sounds 
of one of the world’s most romantic buildings, 
the Taj Mahal. 

My visit was in June, and yes, it was hot. 
Few tourists visit in midsummer, with cooling 
monsoon rains still a month away. But if you 
can stand the thermometer hitting the 40 
degree mark, it’s a quieter and cheaper time to 
see north India’s majestic emblem. 

I travelled to Agra, home of the Taj, by road. 
A distance of 130 miles, Delhi and Agra are 
directly finked by one of India’s finest dual car¬ 
riageways. But while the highway is indeed 
wide, my minibus was fighting for space with 
oxen, bicycle rickshaws, tractors, buses and 
overloaded trucks. 

Only brave or foolhardy visitors would hire a 
car for the trip. But just under five hours later 
we were there - pulling into the Oberoi

Amarvilas, where every room boasts a clear 
view of the Taj Mahal, barely 600 metres away. 

The Taj is traditionally visited soon after 
dawn, or before sunset. I decided to go after 
sunrise - after first taking in the view from 
my balcony. The ivory domes rose above the 
surrounding trees, flown over by green para¬ 
keets and jet black crows. 

It is almost eerie to see something so famil¬ 
iar. And luckily for me, it had rained a week 
earlier, so the marble walls were washed of 
dust and radiated in the sun. 


At the gates of the Taj, and indeed outside all 
tourist traps, hawkers are ready to pounce - 
and you’ve got to be ready for them. The per¬ 
sistence of postcard and guide-book sellers can 
be frustrating. Once through the gates, howev¬ 
er, the world is more at peace. 

The Taj Mahal was built by the Mughal 
emperor Shah Jahan in the mid 17th century, 
a monument of love to his favourite wife, 
queen Mumtaz Mahal. The white marble was 
carried by elephants from 200 miles away. It 
took 22 years and 20,000 men to build. 

Passing through the red sandstone gateway, 
the Taj lies dead ahead, beyond the famous 
watercourse. It was quiet, even after 8am. 

Once at the building itself, shoes are 
removed and you walk to the entrance up 
smooth, marble steps. Up close, you are con¬ 
fronted with fantastically-intricate stone carv¬ 
ings. Marble screens are inlaid with semi-pre¬ 
cious stones such as black onyx, opaque yellow 
jasper and sea green turquoise. 

From 600 metres, or at arm’s length, the Taj 
is breathtaking. 

What is amazing to a Western visitor is that 
so little is off-limits. Because the marble of the 
Taj is so hard, it has only been polished, not 
worn, by the millions of hands and feet which 
have brushed against it. 

Such is the Taj’s pulling power, there were 
far more Indians than Western tourists who 
had come to pay homage. A handful of 
Muslims prayed in the mosque which lies to 
the side. 

The Indian tourist board’s catchphrase is 
‘Incredible India’. They aren’t kidding.

House price drop 
may help us out 
in the long run 

A LEADING economist claims that a 
small drop in property prices will not be 
a disaster and may even act as a stabil¬ 
ising influence on the market. 

Liam Halligan, of Property Capital 
Management, said recent reports of a 
dip in the market should not start alarm 
bells ringing across the spectrum from 
homeowners to estate agents. 

Instead he claimed any such drop 
would go some way towards rectifying 
what is an over-inflated market. 

Mr Halligan said: “Should prices flat 
line, or even fall slightly for a year or 
two, that would be a good thing - purg¬ 
ing the system of excess.” 

Other analysts have pointed to the 
fact that a fall - as opposed to the 
intense growth the market has seen in 
recent years - could bring balance to the 
economy with regard to property. 

They also say investors could find 
themselves benefiting from long term 
stability in a market which historically 
has periodically corrected itself to main¬ 
tain equilibrium. 

Save more money 
when you invest 
in going green 

FAMILIES who buy new homes built by 
private developers over the next two 
years could be paying £11,000 to install 
eco-friendly gadgets in their properties - 
or face higher fuel bills than those that 
are built to tough new environmental 
standards. 

New regulations introduced this 
month require all new homes built by 
housing associations to become more 
energy efficient - and slash carbon emis¬ 
sions by 25 per cent. But the 
Government has given private develop¬ 
ers until 2010 to meet the standard. 

This means that people who buy in the 
private sector need to either splash out 
cash for improvements or face the 
prospect of long term outlay on bills. 

Experts calculate a family that buys a 
home built by the private sector until 
April 2010 will have to spend £1,477 
more on their gas and electricity over 
the first 20 years than those living in 
social housing.

NEVER mind the quality, feel the 
width summarised the first Kia I 
ever road tested. 

That previous generation Rio was crude and 
even broke down after I had filed the story. 

How far the Korean marque has come in 
the five years since then; this week’s road 
test Proceed not only feels bulletproof, but is 
backed by a seven-year/100,000-mile war¬ 
ranty, unique to selected Kias. 

OK, Kia simply looked and learned from 
the best European marques, but the speed 
and execution has been awesome; the 
Proceed is styled and engineered to 
European standards and built in a state-of- 
the-art Slovakian factory. 

This three-door hatch is based on the Ceed 
five-door launched last year, but justifies its 
sportier name by being slightly longer and 
lower, enhanced visually by a high waist, 
longer side doors, dramatic body line and 
tailgate spoiler. 

However, it retains the airiness and boot 
of the Ceed, though a fixed rear seat cush¬ 
ion denies the flat load floor of the parent 


car, even if the 60/40 split backrest remains. 

The seats are well designed and interior 
materials, fit and finish are better than 
most mainstream rivals, yet the Kia still 
offers superb value - from £11,795 including 
air con, alloys and iPod/MP3 player compat¬ 
ibility as standard, plus that ‘buy and forget 
warranty’. 

We put the car’s sporting looks to the test 
by climbing into the current Proceed flag¬ 
ship, the 138bhp 2.0-litre diesel Sport 
(£15,495), which has plenty of low down 
clout and can set the front wheels scrabbling 
if you aim for the car’s claimed 10-second 
0-60mph time, but it can be raucous and I 
prefer the all-round appeal of Kia’s smaller 
1.6-diesel unit. 

This 2.0-litre Proceed can be hustled 
though, even if it does push its nose wider on 
bends and the ride can get fidgety. Used sen¬ 
sibly though, this model is refined at speed 
and frugal - it can average 50mpg - helped 
by a smooth six-speed gearbox, while C02 
emissions of only 149 grams should appeal to 
the fleet market. A hot hatch ‘halo model’ is 
also said to be in the pipeline.

Vehicle fleet deal

Customs (HMRC) has until April 30 to 
start asking questions about disclosures 
made under the Offshore Disclosure 
Facility (ODF). 

Mike Down, tax investigations partner 
at accountants, Baker Tilly, said: “HMRC 
issued a spate of ODF acceptances 
recently, but it has encountered prob¬ 
lems in the past by starting investiga¬ 
tions too close to deadlines and will not 
want to risk this again.” 

HMRC has started to contact those who 
didn’t come forward under the amnesty.

Gills odds on for the 
drop after late draw 


RELEGATION moved one step 
closer for Gillingham as they con¬ 
ceded a late equaliser at the 
Memorial Ground to remain adrift 
in the bottom four. 

John Nutter’s first-half header had put Gills 
in front and they looked to be heading for a 
vital three points before Steve Elliot punctured 
their hopes with a stunning 25-yard volley. 

Combined with the day’s other results, the 
draw kept Mark Stimson’s side three points 
from safety but now they have just two games 
remaining to save their League One status. 

Their only hope is to get back-to-back wins 
from their final matches against Swindon and 
Leeds and hope teams above them suffer a loss 
of form. 

The task has now got so great that Stimson 
believes escaping would rank among his best 
achievements in management. 

He said: “I’ve been fortunate enough to do 
something that no other manager has done at

non-league level and that’s win the FA Trophy 
three years on the trot. 

“Apart from that I have had one promotion, 
I’ve got to the play-offs and been beaten in the 
semi-final but to keep this club in this division 
it would rank up there with the Trophy suc¬ 
cess.” 

Stimson’s managerial career has been pre¬ 
dominantly successful and if Gills do go down it 
would be the first time he had suffered relega¬ 
tion. 

He remains confident in the players he now 
has in the squad, but admits he does have one 
regret since taking over in November. 

He said: “We should have paid off senior play¬ 
ers quicker to get rid of the bad apples in the 
group. If you look back I think that’s the only 


thing I would have changed. 

‘We tried to get rid of a couple of senior play¬ 
ers who weren’t good enough but were having a 
massive effect on the other players. That could¬ 
n’t be done so we had to try and do our best but 
it did cause a lot of unrest in the group. 

“I inherited a group of players who for some 
unknown reason didn’t have that hunger. Once 
you do that it’s time to change your job, it’s 
taken a lot of time to get rid of some of those 
players. 

“Most of the players I have let go I don’t see 
playing in this division, some may not even 
play at all so that gives me a bit of pleasure 
that my judgement was right on those players.” 

“I have got no regrets about joining this foot¬ 
ball club because it was a big challenge for me 
and one I’m enjoying. The only part I don’t 
enjoy is losing football matches.” 

Gills’ final home game of the season is this 
Saturday against Swindon Town, before finish¬ 
ing the season with a daunting trip to Elland 
Road on May 3.

THE oldest trophy in rugby paid a 
rare visit to Kent this week as the 
fledgling Medway Dragons pulled 
off a significant coup. 

Rugby league’s Carnegie 
Challenge Cup resumed this 
weekend, with Harlequins host¬ 
ing the pick of the games against 
Castleford. 

In recognition the Super League 
side have the cup for the preced¬ 
ing week and the London club 
decided to take it on a tour of the 
region, including Dartford-based 
Kent Ravens. 

Although the Dragons were only 
established earlier this year, they 
have enjoyed an explosion of inter¬ 
est, recruiting 130 members and 
have forged close links with Quins. 

Team manager Martin Coyd 
said: “The Challenge Cup is part 
of our sporting culture like the FA 
Cup or the Boat Race and to have 
it in our club is unbelievable - this 


just does not happen. 

“To have the highest club award 
in the world in our clubhouse in 
Gillingham is incredible.” 

The Challenge Cup was first 
contested in 1896 and the final 
has gone on to become one of the 
highlights of the sporting year. 

Similar to the FA Cup, the early 
rounds are contested by amateur 


clubs lower down the league pyra¬ 
mid, all hoping to make it through 
to draw one of the country’s 
biggest teams. 

St Helens are the current holders 
after beating Catalans Dragons in 
the final at Wembley last August.

Royce concerned 
over his Gills future 


GILLINGHAM goalkeeper Simon Royce 
admits he is growing increasingly con¬ 
cerned about whether he will be given a 
new contract. 

Manager Mark Stimson has repeatedly 
made it clear he wants to keep the stopper, 
who is likely to win the player of the season 
award at the club’s end-of-season dinner 
next week. 

Royce says terms were verbally agreed 
more than a month ago on a deal to keep 
him at the club until next summer, but has 
not heard anything since. 

His anxieties have been heightened by a 
persistent ankle injury which has left him 
sidelined for the last month. The problem 
has reduced the 36-year-old to a frustrated 
spectator as he has missed vital games in 
Gills’ struggle for League One survival. 

Even if the club were relegated, Royce 
insists he would be happy to stay. 

He told Yommedway: “I would sign the con¬ 
tract tomorrow if I could, it was agreed five or 
six weeks ago but the chairman has not been 
around. It’s another year so on my part I’m 
quite willing even if we do get relegated I 
want to stay and look forward to a promotion. 

‘The manager has said ‘don’t panic it’s all 
in hand’ but when nothing is signed a verbal 
agreement isn’t worth anything these days. 

“It’s been so long, I have got injured and 
with our position you do think about it. My 
contract is until the end of May and after 
that I stop getting paid, I just want it sorted.” 

He injured his anlde in training and 
scans revealed he had crushed a tendon. 
Despite an injection a fortnight ago the 
swelling has not completely subsided. 

Although the time out has been frustrat¬ 
ing, earlier in his career he spent 18 months 
recovering from a ruptured cruciate liga¬ 
ment. 

The former Southend and Leicester goal¬ 
keeper believes he still has two years left 
before hanging up his boots, but has not given 
up on returning to action before the end of the 
season. He said: “My main concern at the 
moment is getting fit and playing at least one 
game before the end of the season. At the 
moment I’m not sure what will happen.”
